BERLIN HEAVILY BOMBED LAST NIGHT 


DOOMED BERLIN IS

BLASTED HEAVILY IN 
SUNDAY NIGHT RAID 


RUSSIAN ARMIES WITHIN 
TEN MILES OF OLD 
POLISH BORDER

The doomed city of Berlin stag- 
gered today under a heavy new load 
of British bombs while Russian 
armies advanced within ten miles 
of old Poland and plunged swiftly 
toward Rumania in a spectacular 
campaign which threatened all re- 
maining Germans In the Ukraine 
with disaster. 
Russian troops captured the Im- 
portant rail center of Novograd 
Volynakl today and stormed on to- 
ward the old Polish frontier 15 
miles away In a widening and quick- 
ening offensive west of Kiev which 
threatened all Germans remaining 
in the Ukraine with disaster. 
The Russian triumph 
was an- 
nounced by Premier Stalin after a 
night In which Berlin was ravaged

morsel to roll under the tongue If 
we could say that catastrophe was 
imminent for the Hitlerites 
but, 


while they're certainly going to 
crack one of these days, we shall 
be wise Jf we see more of the battle 
before assuming that this happy 
moment has arrived. 


I think we shall get a more bal- 


anced picture of the situation 
If 


we take another look at 
Hitler's 


strategy. 
After 
Stalingrad, the 


German high command adopted a 
program which was divided Into 
two phases: 


1. They were to fight delaying 


actions on all fronts, in the hope 
that some fortuitous circumstance 
—such as allied discord or internal 
trouble In some allied country- 
might bring luck. 


2. When the pressure got too hot 


the Hitlerites would withdraw on 
ell fronts to their own borders — 
their inner fortress — where they 
would make a final stand In an ef- 
fort to achieve a stalemate. 


Now there's no indication that 


the feuhrer has altered his strat- 
egy. 
Indeed, it's a logical plan 


for him to pursue, and all his tac- 
tics have been in that direction. 


Many times the Germans have 


been in terrible danger, and theii 
losses in men and materiel have 
been colossal as they have retreat- 
ed. 
But despite the frequent ap- 


pearances of disaster they 
have 


continued to maintain their battle 
line as a whole— or at least they 
have done so up to now. 
As this 


column has said before, 
treats have been great 
achievements. 


So, while anything may happen 


at a time like this, we much recog- 
nize that 
Hitler's strategy caJitf 


for retirement under present cir- 
cumstances, 


Hitler's business now is to 


back towards his inner fortress, 
so as to get set for the attack on 
two fronts. He may try to hold at 
now lines as he falls back but onu 
would expect him to try to keep 
moving pretty 
consistently 
until 


ho is close to home. 
In short, 


his retirement doesn't necessarily 
represent a rout though, of course, 
an army retreating under heavy 
enemy pressure always Is in danger 
of collapse.
